The first McGill Conference on 
World Affairs was held three yeara 
ago in November. Patterned after 
similar Conferences at West Point 
and Texas A and M, the first one 
was the successful brain— child of 
a group of McGill Law students, 
who recognized the need for such 
a gathering of Interested students 
in a country where the problems 
of student communication and ex- 
change of ideas are considerable 
owing to distance. 



This will be McGill's third an- 
nual conference, with delegates 
arriving from Canadian and Ame- 
rican universities lor four days 
of round-table discussions and 
panel debates. In addition to the 
regular . debates and discussions 
which have become a feature of 
past conferences, delegates will 
have the opportunity of hearing 
views and ideas of the distin- 
guished international statesmen 
who will speak at the evening 
sessions and banquets. 

These evening plenary sessions 
are open to the students of Mc- 
Gill and to the general public 
free of charge but tickets must 
be obtained from the Union Box- 
office and from McGill Annual 
sales girls. 

ROUND TABLES 

In addition to the plenary ses- 
sions, panel discussions, and key- 
note speeches, the Conference 
will devote two full days to an 
intensive series of eight round- 
table discussions between dele- 
gates, which will be chaired by 
members of the McGill Faculty, 
Professors I. PAL, I. Brechcr, 
and M. Oliver, and representa- 
tives from the Department of 
External Affairs. 

It Is in these sessions that the 
main work of the Conference will 
be done, as students from North 
America exchange ideas on the 
conference- topic with their 
counterparts from Africa, Asia, 
and the Middle East. 

CONFERENCE EXECUTIVE

tion to the U.N. Sir L«slie Mun- 
ro, rcknowned Commonwealth 
statesman and New Zealands Am- 
bassador to the United States 
and .permanent delegate to the 
U.N., will address the' delegates 
in Redpath . Hall, following a 
final luncheon banquet 

Andrew Cordier, Senior' Under 
Secretary of the UN. and Dr. 
Hans J. Morgenthau of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, were with- 
drawn as speakers at the last 
minute. 

FINANCES

This fi- 
nancial assistance enables the 
Conference to pay up to one half 
of the delegates travelling expen- 
ses and their food and occommo- 
datlons while in Montreal. 



INITIAL CONFERENCE

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A Double Standard? 

Ever since the current Prime Minister was first 
elected to the House of Commons back in 1940, he has 
been zealously propounding such cherished ideals as in- 
dividual liberty and human freedom. During the, last 
two election campaigns, Mr. Diefenbaker preached this 
Gospel from coast to coast. True to his promise he. intro- 
duced a bill to this end last year. 

Last week in the Political Committee of the United 
Nations a resolution was proposed condemning the po- 
licy of apartheid (racial segregation) pursued by the 
South African Government. When a vote was taken Ca- 
nada abstained. Apparently the abstention was based on 
a reluctance to interfere in the internal affairs of 
another state. Whether this was -the real reason or whe- 
ther Canada was simply avoiding conflict within the 
Commonwealth is difficult to say. Unnecessary to say, 
too. 

Unnecessary to say becausé in the eyes of the world 
Canada is a leading symbol of tolerance. When this coun- 
try, in the limelight of a World Forum refuses to ex- 
press her disapproval of deplorable racist policies, those 
who look up to Canada have been let down. 

Perhaps this is an indication that Her Majesty's Ca- 
nadian Government is incapable of bearing the Cross of 
morality that its leader has hewn for it. If this is "so, the 
government has two choices: it must either refrain from 
condoning intolerance abroad or admit to a compromis- 
ing hypocrisy. It seems that the government has not 
chosen the former. 

the New Face of MCWA' 

The McGill Conference on World Affairs was born 
three years ago — and it was an expensive baby ! The 
past two conferences cost McGill students in the vicini- 
ty of $5000 each year and the benefits derived by the 
student populace as a whole were practically nil. 

This year the MCWA executive has performed a 
minor miracle. While most other organizations present- 
ed increased budgets, MCWA has decreased by more 
than half its coat to the SEC. At the same time, and 
even more surprising is the fact that the scope of the 
conference has been enlarged over the years. 



"The Problems of Underdeveloped Countries" are 
the problems of every country in the world. The topic 
is broad enough so that no matter which university a 
student is representing, he has something to gain from- 
this conference. • 

The list of speakers and discussion chairmen is 
an impressive one, including su^h well-known figures 
as the Hon. Lester B. Pearson, leader of the Liberal 
party, Sir Leslie Munro, president of the 12th General 
Assembly of the U.N., and Dr. Arthur Smithies, Pro- 
fessor of Political Economy at Harvard Uniyersity. 

Where as in previous years, McGill students were 
admitted to only a limited number of MCWA events, 
this year the executive has arranged to have as many 
sessions as possible open to all students, whether or 
pot they are official delegates. Larger rooms have been 
obtained for the round table discussions. The give-and- 
take of these informal groups is the real meat of the 
conference, and students are urged to take advantage 
of this unique opportunity to broaden their understand- 
ing of the problems plaguing the countries of Africa 
and Asia. 

Besides the famous speakers who are guest of 
MCWA, some one hundred students, from universities 

S cross Canada and the U.S. are visiting McGill. Mc- 
iillians should not by-pass the chance of meeting their- 
confreres and hearing their views. 

On behalf of the McGill students we should like 
to welcome all the MCWA delegates and we sincerely 
jiope that this conference will prove to be profitable 
as well as enjoyable. . <--*<»t«jj. 



Whither Afro- Asia?

The broad and vast arc that stretches from the West Coast of Africa to the 
vVestern reaches of the Pacific embraces some forty countries with a total population 
of over 1.5 billion. The people who inhabit this arc are the descendants of the world's 
oldest civilizations and cultures. This region is the birthplace of all the great religions 
on earth. Here one encounters almost every political faith known under the sun — 
Democracy, Dictatorship, Monarchism and Theocracy, etc., with innumerable varia- 
tions. Every economic doctrine — Socialism, Communism, or Capitalism, in all their 
manifold variations and combinations — is practised in this part of the globe. " 

dually growing will further in- 
crease. 

I wa* surprised and also - very 
much pleased to see that the peo- 
ple of Canada, the United States, 
or Great Britain for that matter, 
are no more Imperialist than my* 
self! We cannot ignora the fact 
that a large segment of the West- 
ern people have exerted pressure 
on colonial governments to grant 
independence to African and Asian 
countries. 

We like Western people, we 
admire their liberal democratic 
system and we consider them our 
friends. We gratefully acknow- 
ledge the -enormous help they 
are so generously giving to our 
countries in the form of money, 
material and technical assistance. 
The cordial friendship between 
the Western and Afro-Asian peo- 
ple is indispensable for peace, 
for mutual survival and for 
flourishing democracy itself. It 
is vitally important that we un- 
derstand each others: point of 
view because we have reached a 
stage where one cannot live with- 
out the other. Yet, human nature 
being what it is, there are differ- 
ences among peoples and nations 
and unfortunately such differ- , 
ences will continue. But let us 
not differ in our devotion to the 
cause of peace, to the cause of 
humanity, freedom, equality, hu- 
man right and social justice. 
• 



Our age is marked by the ad- 
vent of. self-determination and 
the retreat of colonialism. As the 
great wave of nationalism is surg- 
ing across Asia and Africa, and 
as the old empires dissolve, new 
sovereign and independent na- 
tions are born. These new na- 
tions of Africa and Asia, whose 
voices, till World War II, were 
mute in the world council, are 
exercising great influence In the 
arena of world politics. The Ban- 
dung Conference of 1955 greatly 
contributed to focusing atten- 
tion upon problems and poten- 
tialities of Afro-Asian countries 
and .to enhance their influence 
in the comity of nations. 

The countries of Asia and 
Africa cannot regard themselves 
as a group apart. Their problems, 
their, destiny, and their aspira- 
tions are inevitably bound up 
with those of the rest of the 
world. Whenever the people 
think of Asia and Africa, they 
think of political unrest, poverty, 
illiteracy and chronic diseases. 
The primary responsibility to up- 
lift these people from the depth 
of sub-human ' conditions rests 
with them and their govern- 
ments. They must, as they are 
doing, organize their economic 
resources and accelerate the pace 
of industrial developments. They 
can look forward to friendly, ex- 
perienced and advanced coun- 
tries only for partial help so that 
these new nations can help them- 
selves. And economically ad- 
vanced countries are aware of 
the fact that poverty in one coun- 
try is a threat to prosperity in 
another. - 

"Are the peoples of thé Afro- 
Asian countries prepared for self* 

Îiovemment and equipped to hand* 
e their problems?" The answer 
is YES. An inefficient self-govern- 
ment is much better than an effi- 
cient but alien government. People 
work harder, learn faster, under 
the guidance of their' own govern- 
ment than under the dictates of a 
"Mother" country. After some Î0O 
years of schooling Algeria, the 
French claim, is not yet ready for 
independence. Even after a thou 
sand years, Franc will repeat the 
same old |okel Speaking at the 
Bandung Conference, Mr. Nehru 
said : Asia today does not tolerate 
things which It has tolerated for so 
long. Asia is dynamic; Asia is all 
ve, full of life : Asia will make 
mistakes, has made mistakes, but 
it does not matter so long as - lifts 
is there." There will be mistakes, 
tome chaos and confusion. But this 
Is Inevitable in a transitional pe 
riod. The western democratic - na 
Hons must look at their- own past 
history. Let us not forget that se

The United States of America 
went to the extent of a civil war 
after they achieved their inde- 
pendence. France, an advanced 
country, narrowly escaped from 
a civil war only last year! More- 
over, it is unfair to expect that 
every nation, regardless of Its 
historical experience, internal 
difficulties, and economic de- 
velopment, must copy blindly the 
Western democratic system, or 
else be labelled totalitarian. 
Parliamentary democracy, a con- 
cept imported from the West to 
Asia and Africa, cannot be ex- 
pected to function smoothly in 
a transitional- period. 

It is unfortunate that many 
Westerners mistakenly consider 
that the peoples of Afro-Asia are 
basically anti-west in sentiment. 
Afro-Asian people have suffered 
from colonialism and - naturally 
they detest and are bitter about 
it. But colonialism and the aver- 
age people of the West are not 
synonymous. Furthermore, with 
time, the bitter memory and r%A- 
tual ignorance will wither away 
and the friendship and coopera- 
tion between the West and Afro- 
Asian countries that is now gra-

IMPORTANT NOTICE 

The attention of all students Is drawn to the fact that If 
they do not comply with the regulations stated below they 
will be subject, In the first instance, to a fin* of $25.00; 
and, In the s«cond Instance, to suspension from the Uni- 
versity. 

I. First year students and new students to the University : 

In his, or her, first year, as a member of any Faculty, 
every student must present himself, or herself, for gen- 
eral clinical examination and routine laboratory tests. 
Examinations are given by appointment with the Health 
Service. Students who fail to comply with this require- 
ment by December 1st in any academic year will be 
subject to a fine of $25.00 and students who fall to 
comply with It by December ; 15th will be suspended 
from membership of the University. Every student who 
has -been in continuous attendance must be medically 
re-examined by the Health Service in his sixth year at 
tho University. Every student who has spent one or 
more academic years away from the University must 
be medically re-examined during the year in which he 
re-registers. 

II. Other Students : 

In each academic year during their membership of the 
University, other students must present themselves, at 
a date to be announced, for a chest x-ray examination. 
Examinations are given by appointment with the Health 
Service. Students who fail to comply with this require- 
ment by a date to be announced. In any academic year, 
will be subject to a fine of $25.00; and students who fail 
to comply with it by a final date will be suspended from 
membership of the University.

THE WAA AND FRATERNITIES 

Intramural competition draws entrants as representatives from 
faculties, fraternities and residences. 

Any student who plays intramural sports must represent one 
of these. Three representative committees — the faculty represen- 
tative committee, fraternity representative committee and residence 
representative committee mcét independently of each other. 

The chairmen of these committees are members of the Exe- 
cutive Council and the Athletic Council, the three being entitled 
to a vote. Therefore, these chairmen, along with the Secretary, 
Treasurer, etc., have equal power in policy making decisions 
concerning the WAA. 

Any decision of policy, must in turn, be ratified by the Women's 
Athletic Board, composed of the Dean of Women (chairman) the 
Chairman of Physical Education, Athletics. and Recreation for 
Women (vice-chairman),, and members appointed by the Senate, 
the Graduates' Society and the undergraduates. 

RECOGNITION? 

Somewhere along the line we were told that women's fraterni- 
ties arc not recognized by the University: (sec Panhellonic article, 
McGill Daily, September 24, page 3), Why then the inconsistency 7 
AVhy is a fraternity Representatives Committee an integral group 
of the Athletic Association which is in turn responsible to the 
university. 

We understand that one of the aims of the WAA is to promote 
as much enthusiasm and interest in athletics as is possible. Culti- 
vating this through fraternities may be a fine thing. But how may 
fraternities have been able to field a complete team, let us say. in 
basketball, volleyball and hockey ? Even where there is a fraternity 
represented it is usually combined with a faculty to read'XXX-Arts. 

Why do fraternity representatives comprise a separate com- 
mittee of the WAA ? Most, if not all the fraternities, have members 
on the WAA councils and committees. We can be assured that 
these students, as members of the WAA would promote sports to 
the best of their ability, including in their fraternity. 

If the university is not to recognize women's fraternities, let 
them bo consistent about it And should students wish to compete 
in athletics on an inter-fraternity level, surely Panhel could step 
in and form an inter-fraternity volleyball, basketball, hockey league, 
etc.
